The large number of claims and the 
extent of deletions and insertions in those claims in the Amendment After Final 
Rejection certainly would have required further consideration by the Examiner. 
However, as noted in the remarks section of the Amendment After Final Rejection the 
amendment to claim 2 was merely a rewriting of claim 2 as an independent claim and to 



address certain formal issues. The Examiner has previously identified claim 2 as being 
directed to patentable subject matter and indicated that claim 2 would be allowed if 
rewritten to overcome Section 112, second paragraph rejection and to include all of the 
limitations of claim 1 . It is believed that amended claim 2 achieves that objective, and 
hence should be allowed. Claims 3-7 depend from claim 2, and hence should be 
allowed as well.
